ALL AUSTRALIAN PAPERS TODAY CARRIED REPORTS OF ALLEGATIONS 
AGAINST AGNEW. SNEDDON CALL TO FORM A UNITED PARTY AGAINST 
LABOR FRONTPAGED IN MANY PAPERS. COMMENT CONTINUED ON LEE- 
WHITLAM ANDHEATH-WHITLAM CLASHES AT COMMONWEALTH CONFERENCE. 

(1) THE AUSTRALIAN BANNER HEAD SAID: "AGNEW FACES INQUIRY ON 
BRIBERY AND CONSPIRACY. CONTRACT AWARDS WHILE GOVERNOR 
INVESTIGATED." REPORT BY COHEN AND BERNSTEIN DATELINED 
WASHINGTON SIMILAR TO STRAIGHT REPORTS IN OTHER PAPERS. 

(2) AGE HEADLINES TODAY "LIBERAL LEADERWANTS ONE PARTY AGAINST 
SOCIALISM. SNEDDON: UNITE LIBS COUNTRY PARTY, DLP. BUT
